of a national legislature since 
1926.

European Unions Are Cool to 35-Hour Week 


BRUSSELS, April 25 rReutets). 
—European trade unionists, un- 
impreased by a call from their 
British breturen for shorter work- 
Ing time, believe that the road 
to {11} employment lies in entting 
overtime rather than the work~ 
ing week. 

That is the reaction among 
most trade union leaders to 8 
recent susgestion by Britain's 
Jack Jones for a Europe-wide 36- 
hour week. 

Mr, Jones, general secretary 
of the Transport and General 
Workers Union, first lJauched 
the idea here at a meeting of 
European trade union executives 
in February. 

He argued that a shorter work- 
ing week would create more jobs 
and help soak up some of the 
European Economic Community's 
5.3 million unemployed. 

But, according to union offi- 
cials, the idea has come under 
heavy fire, especially fram the 
West Germans. They feel the 
immediate answer to unemploy- 
ment is higher investment and 
productivity, which ther sar 
would speed economic recovery in 
EEC member states and create 
more jobs. 

The issue has been getting a 
wider hearing this week ab a 
meeting in London of the Eu- 
ropean Trade Union Confedera- 
tion, which groups 30 unions from 
the nine EEC states and Sweden, 
Norway, Finland. Iceland. Austria, 
Switzerland, Malta and Spain. 


The EEC Commission, the com- 
munity's executive body. last 
month published 2 consultative 
document carrying the same mes- 
sage: Puller employment would 
vot result from shorter working 
hours. 

“It would be 2 misiake to ex- 
pect that a reduction in the sup- 
ply of labor would make an early 
and substantial contribution to 
the solution of the unemploy- 
ment problem. 

“This is true in respect of any 
general reduction in the retire- 
ment age or raising of the 
school-leaving age, just as it xp- 
plies in respect of 2 shortening 
of working hours,” the paper con- 
cluded, ‘ 

Instead. the commission 5115 - 
gests measures to hire more 
workers rather than pay ovcr- 
time, keep limits on the number 
of migrant workers from outside 
the EEC and offer premiums to 
firms that take on extra staff.

France and Luxembourg are the 
only member states where the 40- 
hour week is on the statute books.

LONDON, April 25 (Reuters).— 
Weish trade unionists yesterday 
rejected by an overwhelming ma- 
jority the British Labor gcvern- 
Ment's proposal for a 3-per-cent 
limit on wage rises this year in 
return for tax concessions.
